AN HOUR WITH GENERAL GRANT.,

Mis Views Upon Moa and Mensmres,

The editor of the Lewiston Fulls Jownal, now
st Vashington, recently spent an hour in the
studio of the Maloe artist Simmons, in conver-
pation with General Grant, and gives an jate.
resting siatement ol the upinlnqn expresscd by
him upon “men and measuces.” Some people
will doubt whether the General wounld unbosom
Rimeelf #o fully to a stranger when lie s habitn.
ally so reticent; but we give the story as we
find it. The writer saya:—

The General, who was dressed in o plain
black civilinn sult, bad hardly removed his bat
from his head before he took a clgar (rom his
pocket, lighted it, and begun to pull out wrealhs
of smoke, *1 am breaking off from smoking,”
remarked Grant, “When T was in tha ticld 1
gmoked ecighteen or twenty cigars o day, but
pow | smoke only nine or ten{” T

The conversation turned to the Virginia
campaigns of 1804 and 1865, I notice,” re.
muarked General Grant, thet Mr Swinton hus
yoblished a history of the campaigns In the
DId Dominion, in which he takes the ground
that T gnined nothing, but, on the contrary, lost
mauny valuable lves usclessly by moving my
army from the Rapldan divect lowards Rich-
mond, rather than by taking it around by wator
to the Peninsula, as McClellan did,  Thls,” ob-
gerved the General, *‘isa revival of the exploded
theory (referring to the MeUlellan poliey) of
subduing the Rebellion by pesce mensures, A
bhall & millon troops might have been kept
within slebht of Wnshington it doomsday, and
the Rebellion would have flourizhed more aud
more vigorously dav by (]Jl_\. Fightineg, havd
knocks only, could have accomplished the worg,
The R bellion must he overcome, il overcome at
all, by torce: its resources destroyed, its bzht
ing muteriul obliterated, before poace could bu
obtmned.” . "

“There were but two intlures io the Virgloin
campalgn o 1864 which ought to have been suc-
cegses,” gald Grant,” and those were the nilure
to cuplure Petersburg when we crossed the
James and alterwirds at tue mine explodion,
But," added Grant, ‘it was all for the best that
we indled in those rwo instances, for, had we
suececded at either time, Lee would have at
once been obliged to wbandon Richmond, and
would have been able to secure a safe retreat
into the interlor of the South, where he would
huve prolonged the contest for years, Our
tallures then and the determination of the Robels
to hiold on to their Capital, gave us time to ex-
tend our left southwara, to bring up Shermun
from Georgia, and thereby made it impossiole
for Lee 1o esonpe,”

In reply to o (question us o whether he was
not surprised adl (he suddenness or the ecol
lapge ol the Rebellion, Grant saild that be was,
althongh he had always :«‘Ii‘n-uwml that when 1t
would preak down it would 2o all al once, 1
thought, however,” e remarked, *“that 1+ would
hold out anothier senson, sud I am not sure,” he
added, “but that 1t would have been better for
the country if it had, There were some parts ot
the conntry where our armies bhad never troa,

articularly Tesas, which nceded to teel the
olighting effects of war to bring their people to
8 realizing sense of the enormity of their crime,
and the neces<1ty ol o thorongh repentance, |
find,” said he, ‘“tuat those paris of the South
which have not felt the war, and particularly
those which have been within our Hnes, and
have therefore esenped the Rebel conseription
and taxes, are much less disposed to accept the
situation in eood fmth thun those portions
which have been hiterally overrun with tire and
sword."

Relerring to the temper of the Southern
people, he remarked that they are much less
digposed now to bring themselves Lo the proper
frame of mind than they were one year sineo.
A xear ago,” said he, “they were willing to do
anything; now they regard thewselves ns mas-
ters of the situation. Some of the Rebel gene-
rals,” he added, “‘are behaving nobly, and doing
all they ean ro mmduce the people to throw nside
their old prejudices, and to conform their conrse
to the changed condition of things, Johnston
and Dick Tyvlor, particularly, are exerciging a
rooil influence; but,” hie added, “Lee is behaving
dly, He i conducting himself very differently
from what I hed reason, trom what he smd at
the time of the surrender, to suppose ne would,
No man af the Bouth 1= capable of exercizing u
tenth part of the influence for good that he s,
but instead of using it he s setting an example
of loreed sequiescence do grudging and perni-
cioug in its etfects us to be hardiy reslized.”

“The men who were in the Rebel wrmies,”
sald Grant, “acquiesce in the resuly much better
than those who stayed at home. The women
are particularly bitter agalist the Unjon nnd
Union men, Of course,” he added, “tuere is
some bitterness of feeling among all clusses,
but | am zatistied it would soon die out® if their
leading men had not somchow goc the dea that
treason, aiter all, was not wery bud, end chat
the ‘Sonthern canse as they phrase i, will
et trinmpl, not m war, but in politics, In my
udgment,” said Graut, **the tone of certain men
faind certain pupers af the North is such as (o do
mealenlable mischicl in making the late Rebels
believe that they are just as much entitled to
rule as ever, and that if they will ouly stand by
what they are pleased to eall their ‘nehts,
they wili have help from the North, This"
significantly added Grant, “is only plaving over
again the inetvlent stages of the Rebelllow,”

He wag conhdent that the large mmority of
the Southern people would emother their resent.
ment and become good clizens, i these mis
chiel-makers at the North (the Cooperheads)
would ouly let them alone, For himselt, {f he
had the poscr, the tirsy thing he would do
wotlld be to seize the New York News and kin-
dred sheets, which are giving the South so
dangeron= un ides of thelr own position nod
“righte?

*Troops,” sald General Grant, “‘must be kept
in all the princioal points in the South for gome
time to come.  This will be nécessary to reoress
the turbulence of a clues of the Sonth very dan-
gerous (o all well-disposed persons, aod also to
protect the richts ol the iveedmoen, & ho are looke |
upon with deep butrad by & very lurge propor-
tion of the people I am in favor, Gowever,” he
added, “of not retainioe our volunteers for this
duty, becnuse they vary naturally tihunk thut
they tultilied their engagement one year sinee,”

Givant spoke o bigh terms o1 Sherman, Shierl.
dun, Howard, and other Generals, and referrad
to our Mexiean difliculties, foreibly adding (hat
he beheved the French invasion of Mexico a
part ot the Rebellion, and he should have been
glad to have seen u detachment of onr army
sont there one year since, He would engage
that Sheridan, with pleoty of arm#, and 2000
American (roaps. und & goodly number of
Americun ollicers, would, with the aid o tne
Mexicans, cléan Maximilian out of Mexico in
six monthe,

The Names of London Streets,
The London correspondent of a Western paper
conrbates the following ioteresting gossip
wbout the numes of the gtreets in London:

“The streets of Loudon have besn made mut-
ters of puslic interest In muny ways, from
Suilth’s L\-uh, which gives a good sccount ot
their historic associatlons—a book which every
visitor to London skould have—to Dion Bouci
cuult’s pluy now pepforming at the Princess
Theatre. Bui as yet no antiquary has given us
an necount of the nadiing ol these sirects, The
first thing that strkes the wanderer through
them 18 the poverty of nnmes which seems to
bive afflicted Lopdon, and which shows itsel
o singuiir and intolerable repetitions of them.
There are 86 King streets, There nre 150
places nnmed Washington in Amerioa: but faney
how comchmen wnd stranvess in New York
would sweur st the falhor of their country it
even 0 ~treets in Now York were named tor
Rim. How loyalty to the throne is compatible
With 50 Kine streets in Loudon, | caunot say.
There wie 26 Quesn strects wleo, and § Queen
Fauares, The House of Branewiok (s remem beved
in 20 Geryge streets and 9 George Yards., Toere
are 34 Charles street”, 3% John streets, 26 Clinreh
#rreets and 10 Church rows, 20 Prinoess streets,
18 Buke streets, 17 James, 16 Cross, and 11

A Remimnisncenceo of the War of 1812,
THE FIGHT BETWHEN THR “ANANNON" AND THE
“CHESAPEAKE," .

A stirring story of the war of 1812 is retold in
# biography of Admiral Broke, just issued by his
family in England, Broke was a captain in the
Bricish pavy m 1812, in command of the frigate
Shannon, and the only notable exploit he ever
wriormed was the capture of the Chesapeake,
hh blographer elaims to have thrown new lieht
upon {kat short nnd bloody fight,  After s yeur's
eruiee, with no important result, Broke appenared
off Boston, and sent in a challenge to Lawrence
1o fight the Shannon with the Chesapeake, The
challenge was sccepted, and in this book we
have, tor the first t'me, the British captain's full
version of the story, The speech he made to his
men, just botore the vessels closed in battle, ie
Lhus gven:—

“Shannong! you know that, from varions causes,
the Amencans bave lately triumphed on several ve-
onmionus over the Brinsh flag i our ivagates, This
will not daunt you, sinpe yon know the sruth that
dwpnrity ol foree was the chiel roason. Hut thoy
buve gome larther, they have smd, and they have
pobilched 1t in tl;rirdrlmm. that the English have
fergotien the way to fight, You will let thom know
to-day there are Enghshmen (n whe Shannon jwho
sl know how to fight. Don’t try to alsmast hor,
F ro into her quoriors; maln deck mito mam deok;
quarter deck 1o quarter deek, Kl the men and
the shop in yours on't lut them about the head,
for they have stew! oaps on, but give st them through
the boay. Don'teheer, Go quistlyjto your quarters,
I feed sure you will all do your duty; and remoems
ber, you have now the blood of bundreds o!f your
countrymen o avouge.”

The nurratlve continnes;—

“ALthis surring and touching allusion to the fate
ol the Guerriere, the Macedonian, and the Java,
many of the burdy seamen wept, A aead and heavy
sience (the voleelese enlm of do or oie) rested over
the Shannon's decks; but it was twice broken belore
W shot was faed, Jucoo West, late of the Guerriere,
#aid :—-1 hope, «ir; you will give us revenge jor the
Guerriere 10-day ! To wuich Broke rephed :—You
shall Lave 11, my man ; o to your quarters,’ Another
seaman, eyeing the rusty blue ensign which fl wtered
at the Shanwen's mizzen peak, askod :—Mayn't we
have three onsmigns, sir, like she bas?’ ‘No,' said
Broke, ‘'we've nlwavs been an umnsssuming ship '
All now went eilently and reeolutoly to their
sintions,”

Some iucidents of the fight are thus told:—

“When Captaan Broke was lying on the Clesae
Jreake’s forconetle deck after he was wounded, and
covercd entirely with hme sua blood, he bhad 8
elrnggle for lile with a huge Ame lcan who was be-
frde bim, and slso wounded. [Che ameriean was
the stronger of tue two; both were wenk und
the siruggle was fmnt, At (ast the American
maunged to get uppermost; Le had picked np a
bavonet, Captain Broke had tried to find s dageer,
but eouid vot oo so. The Amerioan bad liftoa his
arm sud weapon to strike. At this moment John
Hall, & marine, came up. Hili ook i for granted
the undermost one must be the enemy, He pointed
lus bayonet accor-:mgl}‘. and was on the pont to
thrusy, when Capiuin Broke called out, ‘Foh, poh,
you foo,; don't you know your captmn?' Hil
rused s mim, and ran the American through,
Now, =0 critical wae ail this, that had Captain
Broke lost his prosence of mina, and spoken in a
manner aud voice unwsual to himeelf, Hill would
certainiy have made a wrong and futal attack. But
Captain Broke spokefas calmiy and as naturally in
voice and mavper as be had been used 1o o for
years on board the Shammon, and before the
mig Who now deiivered nm (ons may suy), as o
eonsequence of thut ‘presevce oi mind ’

“Trariy-two British subjects were found on board
the Chesapeaks, and, us Captain Broke swid, ‘aiter it
wod all over!” and it was smid ot the time, as woll as
Lelioved by all, that the resistance mave sgainst the
Sha.mon's bourcers wus by Euvglshmen! who, il
ciptured. wonld probably be hinng at the yard.arm,
s traators 10 their couniry, Three men who at-
tueked Captain B oke and wounded him wore Bri-
s h snl jects,

“when the Chesapeake wons boarded most of the
men in the tore aua maiutops tled to the deck, and
£0 did one out ol Wie mwizzentop ; the geventh maa in
thie 1op kept up bue fire on the bourders, and much
apnoydd them. He was elosely watched, but no one
couid peta shot nt lom. A seaman, a tall, strong
man (s name not certain, but pernaps Gorman),
stormed the top, nnd threw the amernionn out into
the slurboard quarter boat of the Chesapeake. This
was done Just as the torecastle contest was ending,

“The loader o1 tLe ninth gun on the quarter-deck
of the Skavinon was s'ruck by a grapeshot. It en-
tered just below the stomach, and fell into tuo
cavity of the body; but the brave fellow losaed his
wun aithough thus wounded. He would mot go
veiow, und was led 10 the arm chest, abait the alter
gumn, aud there ho Jav down v dreadinl agony, aud
Eégain g thoso avout him to put their hands into the
wound ana take the shot out, saying, ‘I shail do
waoll rmough it you will only do that.,!  Of course he
diva ™

Cooper's “History of the Navy of the United
States”’ mives a diflerent phose of this fsmous
tght., The crew of the Chesapeake were in bad
hvmor, on account of a delay in the payment of
prize money, muny landsmen were on boand,
ecme ot the officers were il on shore, and in less
then titteen minules from the beginving of the
vngagement, Captain Lawrence and all his bost
olbeers were struck down by the enemy's shot,
<0 that “the upper deck was lelt without un
officer above the rank of s mwidshipmaun.”
Coopes writes (vol, it p. 106):—*The peaple ol

he Chesapeake Lhad not the means to resist,
neither were they collected nor commanded in
ihe mode m which they bad been trained to
set.”  He adds 1hat, “perhaps the capture of no
single ship ever produced so mwuch exulistion
on the part ol the vietors, or so much depres:
#lon on thut of the bearen party, as that of the

lesapeake;” but  that when the Awmsericans
Ywere told of their deleat and called on to se-
knowledge that fheir enemy was victorious in
one ol the most exiraordinary combuts of the
uge, they bave generally given all the credit tv
the conquerors that they deserved, and while
they trankly admit that the victory wus ce-
warkable, they may be excused from believine
I quite as much so for stunding alone in such a
war us tor uny other distnguished charaoter
igtles” The biographer of Admirnl Broke,
although be furnishes some interesting intor-
mation, does not destroy the force of these con-
cluglons,
